This treatise, consisting of 16 pp. small quarto, is No. 97 in the second edition of Mr. Blades’s 
“ Biography and Typography of William Caxton,” where it is folly described. It has no 
printer’s name, date, or place, but* is in Caxton’s No. 6 type, with four lines of heading at the 
beginning, and some head-lines at the end, in the No. 1 type of Wynken de Worde, Caxton’s 
workman and successor, and is conjecturally assigned by Mr. Blades to the year 1491. 

It “ appears to be a translation from the Latin, and doubtless by Caxton himself,” who was 
the author of others of the translations which be printed. But it does not agree with any of tho 
three different printed Latin treatises bearing the title of Ars moriendi which are in the Bodleian. 

The copy is perfect, and no other copy or fragment of one appears to be known. 

The treatise was reprinted by Mr. Blades in 1869, but only to the number of fifty-four 
copies, and not in facsimile.

The Massacre of S. Bartholomew* Day took place before sunrise on August 24th, 1572, 
and the Thanksgiving which this rare tract describes was held on September 8th. The fact that 
the account here contained was printed at Rome itself, by the “ Impressori Camerali,” and within 
at most a few months—perhaps within a few days—of the Thanksgiving, confers on it an excep¬ 
tional historical value. 

The pamphlet consists of 4 pp. small qnarto. The body of the account is in Italian, the 
lengthy inscription in Latin, and the prayers said in the church of San Lodovico in Latin also. 

Brunet describes it as 14 Pi&ce fort rare.” Both he and Graesse only mention the copy sold 
(for £3) at the Butter sale, and this is the Bodleian copy. 

The pamphlet was reprinted, from the Bodleian copy, in 1877, by C. P. Stewart in his 
* Vatican influence under Bins V and Gregory XIII ”—but not in facsimile.
